However, for a single 
event, the announcement may be 
repeated on four consecutive days, 
and can appear in The Daily seven 
times in all. 



In this way, all clubs will receive 
fair news treatment, and students 
will quickly become accustomed to 
turning to the back page for club 
news. 

The columns wilt be under the 
direct jurisdiction of The Daily's 
News editor, and all' contributions 
should be addressed to him and left 
in the mall box outside The Daily 
office in the Union. 'All clubs arc 
requested to appoint an executive 
member to- taxe charge of their 
publicity, as The Dally will NOT 
take any stories over the telephone, 
and all club news must be written 
and contributed by the Interested 
parties. 

The decision as to what consti- 
tutes a 'major event' in club news, 
and therefore rates a front page 
story, will, rest with the Managing 
Board and the News Editor of The 
Daily, and' will generally be de- 
cided by the number of students it 
interests.

It was recently learned from 
Kingston that a fund, amounting 
to $100,000, has been given by on 
anonymous donor to Queen's Uni- 
versity to form • the "Chancellor 
Dunning Trust" as a tribute to 
Chancellor Dunning. It was an- 
nounced yesterday that this fund 
Is to "promote understanding and 
appreciation of the supreme Im- 
portance of the dignity, freedom 
and responsibility of the individual 
person in human society." 

The stipulations ot the donor 
were that • "once in every three 
years the trustees of Queen's Uni- 
versity read this letter and decide 
in the light of the then-existing 
conditions, how best the income 
from the trust may be expended". 

The board of trustees will con- 
sider the first use of that trust 
fund at their next meeting in May, 
1947.

Two scries of lectures on the 
Bible have been planned by the 
Inler-Varsity Christian Fellowship 
as part of its program for this year. 
These lectures will be given every 
second Wednesday at 5.00 p.m. In 
Student House, 3445 Peel Street. Dr. 
Stanford Reid, of the History De- 
partment, will begin the first series 
by some talks on the New Testa- 
ment on October 23. 

The course will cover the follow- 
ing subjects: 1. The relation of the 
New Testament to the Old Testa- 
ment. 2. The Christ of the New 
Testament. 3. The Spread of the 
Gospel. 4. The Growth of New Tes- 
tament Doctrine. 5. The Social 
Views of the New Testament 6. 
The New Testament Looks to the 
Future. 

LasLycar Dr. Raid gave a survey 
course on the Bible showing Its 
essential unity. As an undergrad- 
uate at McGill, Dr. Reid was one 
ot those responsible for establish- 
ing an I.V.C.F. chapter on this 
campus. He is now the minister ot 
the Presbyterian Church of. the 
Town of Mount Royal. 

The other scries, beginning on 
November 6, fs on the Old Testa- 
ment, and will be given by Profes- 
sor Lennox ot the Presbyterian 
College. Professor Lennox received 
both, his B.A. and M.A. at McGill. 
and hls.B.Th. at Princeton Theo- 
logical Seminary, He has taught at 
the Temple University School oi 
Theology in Philadelphia, and spent 
fast year at Knox College, Toronto. 
He feels that the' Christian Church 
is losing the Old Testament, and in 
his lectures wllL discuss its con- 
tents and Importance. 

Both thhese scries arc open to the 
whole student body and It is hoped 
that many will take advantage of 
this opportunity to learn more 
about the Bible.

Prof .Watkins' 
Lecture Series 
Opens Tonight 



Professor Frederick M. Watklns 
will give the first ot a series ot 
"Lectures on Living" tonight at 7.30 
in Moyse Hall. The lectures are 
sponsored by the departments ot 
psychiatry, sociology, and psy- 
chology, and arc open to the gen- 
eral public. 

Prof. Watkins, who is now a 
Bronfman professor of political 
science at McGill, has just complet- 
ed three, years of teaching at Har- 
vard University, where he helped to 
train military government tor many 
theatres of war. Despite his efforts 
his students often arrived at the 
wrong destinations; those trained 
tor duty in Italy were sent to 
France, Ihose for Japan to .Korea 
and the Philippines. Confusion in 
war, or the field command's lack of 
desire for trained military person- 
nel, are offered as possible reasons 
for these mix-ups. 

The topic for tonight's lecture is 
"Apathy and Fanaticism in Con- 
temporary Politics". Prof. Watkins 
will outline the development of 
cynicism among some voters, and 
the radical socialistic and commun- 
istic viewpoints of others.

Dorothy Peterson, representing 
R.V.C.; Barbara Goodwin, of the 
McGill Conscrvatorlum; Bill Reid, 
of Commerce; Allan Knight, Dally 
Editor-in-Chief; Hugh Bonnell, of 
Dentistry; Don Noseworlhy, of 
Theology, and G. H. Fletcher. 
Secretary-Treasurer. Heddic Brown, 
President of the Women's Union, 
was unable to be present due to ill- 
ness. 

Alec Ross then outlined the ac- 
tivities sponsored by the council. 
These" Included the McGill Band, 
the Choral Society, the Debating 
Union, The Handbook, the Red 
and White Rcviic, The Dally. Ath- 
letics Advisory Board."- Employ- 
ment Bureau. He reported on the 
housing situation, with reference 
to the newly acquired Peterson 
Residence at Lachine, and staled 
that there was still space available 
at Lachine for married and single 
veterans. Following the report 
the meeting was thrown open for 
discussion from the floor. 

Speaking from the floor, Mary 
Howell asked if any further en- 
quiry as to the providing of hous- 
ing for female student veterans 
had been instituted. She stated 
that the prices of lodging in the 
University residences were beyond 
the pocket of the average student 
veteran and that ANA House, 
which had been taken over by the 
University for the use of female 
veterans and whose prices were to 
scale with their Incomes, was full 
for this session and had a waiting 
list of fome twenty persons. 

Alec Ross promised that the mat- 
ter would be looked Into. Len Star- 
key, President of the McGill Stu- 
dent Veterans' Society, said that 
the Society had found this situation 
a particularly pressing one, and 
that the housing committee was al- 
ready looking Into the matter, hop- 
ing to establish at least one cooper- 
ative residence for female veterans 
as soon as a suitable building could 
be obtained. Alec Ross commended 
the good work done by the housing 
committee of the veterans' society 
under John Switzman. 

Bill Archer then raised the ques- 
tion of the source of funds paid to 
the Student Veteran's Society. Len 
Starkcy replied that the Student's 
Council had made a grant of $258, 
and that the remainder of the mon- 
ey had been the proceeds ot Vet's 
Do's and registration fees. 

The question was then raised as 
to the eligibility of any veteran to 
vote in the forthcoming Veterans' 
Society elections. It was. stated that 
any veterans at the meeting would 
be able to vote and that provision 
for registration would be made at 
the meeting. 

Further questions were then ask- 
ed involving the Daily's policy re- 
garding club news. Allan Knight 
said that every effort was made to 
publish the news but due to big 
stories these sometimes were cut 
out by the Gazette. It was suggest- 
ed that the Daily's rules in regard 
to the writing of club news be 
published again. The Editor agreed 
that this was a good suggestion. 

As there were no further ques- 
tions or discussion from the floor 
the meeting was adjourned.

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Do You Read Editorials? 

The chances are that the wast majority of 
students will never read what follows, so to 
those of you who arc the -constant readers of 
this column, this editorial is respectfully dedi- 
cated. Actually, its only claim to being an 
editorial is the fact that it occupies Column One 
Page Two of The Daily, but in truth it is an 
introspective attempt to discover where we have 
gone astray in our duties to the undergraduate 
body. 

Undoubtedly, far fewer people read the edi- 
torial columns of The Daily than one would 
normally expect to find amongst a group con- 
tinually hailed as "the leaders of tomorrow". 
Docs the fault lie with The Daily, which has 
been pursuing an incorrect policy, or can wo 
excuse ourselves with the usual blanket cover- 
all in student affairs •— apathy? The Daily 
frankly doesn't know, but what wo can point 
out arc the specific functions of an editorial. 

Some editorials inform, an almost negative 
attitude in that it merely rc-slates what has 
appeared in the • news columns of the paper, 
although it may serve a useful function when 
the issue under consideration has not yet been 
'clarified. Other editorials may explain by adding 
more details than could be included in a story. 
Better editorials interpret — that is they point 
out the vital and perhaps hidden significance of 
what has been reported and view tho news as 
it affects the readers of tho particular paper. 
The* best editorials argue and through cold 
logic attempt to lead from causo to effect, show- 
ing the reasons why certain things have occurred. 

Occasionally, the editorials urge action, al- 
though it is tho general failing of all college 
newspapers that this point is stressed far too 
often and too long. Some may use the editorial 
columns to crusade in the best manner of the 
Hearst press while many causes are easily won 
by suavely and subtly convincing the readers 
rather than a wild exhortation crying for action. 
Finally, some editorials are intended to appraise 
the worth of statements or actions, and last but 
not least, they are often intended to offer enter- 
tainment through the "human interest" essay 
work. 

It is our sincere belief that we have at vari- 
ous times carried out each and overy individual 
function through different editorials. Wc do not 
excuse ourselves from blame, however- but 
what wc throw to our readers as a .morsel of 
food for thought is the answer to the problem: 
"Why don't moro people read what fills this 
column?" We have lead with our chins, the 
punch is up to you. , j ^ "_ H. S, ^

An interesting trend is observed with the prod- 
uction of O'Neill's latest play, "The Iceman Cometh" 
. . . . we wonder if a reputation of greatness is not 
the essence of greatness .... certainly, the theatre 
colony on the campus is willing to concede it to be 
a masterpiece on the strength of a review in the 
New York Times. This must at any event be marked 
as an advance in the psychology and technique of 
best selling. 




Wc cannot let the week go by without at least 
a short comment on Stage 47, the Sunday evening 
radio program originating at CBS's Toronto studies. 
A week ago they produced, as one half of an hour 
long program, D. H. Lawrence's "The Rocking Horse", 
and last Sunday's listeners heard "Oedipus The King", 
adapted for radio by Lister Sinclair. > 

"Xhc Rocking Horse" moved us most. Perhaps It 
is better adapted to radio production than "Oedipus", 
but it sounded as If D. H. Lawrence had directed It, 
instead of Andrew Allen, the greatest compliment 
possible, of course, to Mr. Allen. D. H. Lawrence's 
work contains something of distortion and fantasy; 
one Is fascinated and repelled at the same moment. 
The fesclnatlon is terrible in its intensity, and It 
will be difficult to forget the boy's voice, beautifully 
dear and almost infinitely expressive, played, Inci- 
dentally by Andrew Allen's wife, Alice Frick. The 
sound effects, the relentless rocking of tho horse, and 
tho music must be considered. Perhaps the radio 
Is the Ideal transmitter of a certain typo of play. 
Fantasy, strangeness, ought not to be bound to a 
stage, which renders them less acceptable by the 
very fact of its being built of solid materials. 

The full Impact of "The Rocking Horse", was 
very strong and grows greater in retrospect, In 
contrast to the effect of "Oedipus the King", which 
lessens in memory. The individual characterization 
In Oedipus seemed to us to have been great, but the 
tragedy in Its entirely was not transmitted. Allen 
as Oedipus was memorable; particularly fine was 
the final scene when he parted from his two small 
daughters. The Senator, and the old shepherd were 
outstanding, and the cast as a whole were hardly 
less so. 

Stage '47 has set new standards in radio drama. 
It is seldom that other programs achieve the level 
of distinction afAvhich Stage '47 is maintained.

"Psychiatry must be the concern 
not only of medicine but of society 
as a whole if wc are to avert war," 
claimed Dr. Roy R. Grlnker, noted 
American psychiatrist during an 
Interview yesterday afternoon. Dr. 
Grlnker, present Director of the 
Institute for Psychosomatic and 
Psychiatric Research and Training 
of the Michael Reese Hospital in 
Chicago, is in Montreal, as guest 
speaker for the Dr. Louis Gross 
Memorial Lecture which will take 
place tonight at 8.30 at the Jewish 
General Hospital. 

Dr. Grinker will address McGill 
medical students this afternoon at 
4.15 in Lecture Room A in the 
Medical Building. 

Continuing on with the discus- 
sion of psychiatry and war, Dr. 
Grinker claimed that mass neu- 
roses are often the cause of war, 
and that if we arc to overcome the 
threat of armed conflict, wc must 
realize the importance of an inti- 
mate knowledge not only of our- 
selves as individuals but, more im- 
portant from a social point of view, 
of ourselves as a group. 

"Treaties, armies, power politics 
and the United Nations cannot 
create a setting to prevent war, un- 
less man knows something of him- 
self. Great strides' have been made 
In the last few years in studying 
the individual, but only in the last 
years of the war was any progress 
made In the study of group reac- 
tions,' 'said Dr. Grlnker. "The short- 



age of time and personnel forced 
us to work with groups rather than 
Individuals, and with the change In 
techniques we were able to realize 
the influences on mass reactions." 

Dr. Grinker, who, with Maj. John 
P. Spiegel, was author o fone of the 
best books to come out of the war, 
"Men Under Stress", gained much 
valuable experience during the 
Tunisian campaign when he was 
attached to the United States Army 
Air Forces. Men Under Stress Is a 
series of case histories involving 
fliers suffering from operational 
fatigue. 

During this time, Dr. Grinker 
improved the use of sodium pento- 
thol for on-the-spot treatment of 
fatigue, and later made use of 
narcosynthesls, In which the pa- 
tient Is Induced into a scml-narcose 
state and so relieves his tramatic 
combat experience. 

For this work Dr. Grinker was 
awarded the Legion of Merit. 

Discussing neurosis of men in the 
armed forces, he was of the opin- 
ion that the upbringing of children, 
as it is the custom in the so-called 
western states today, is a primary 
cause. "There Is little else to ex- 
pect when children brought up 
under conditions of peace, are 
continually cautioned not to fight 
and then when they are older are 
told to go out and kill." 

Dr. Grinker also deplored the 
present system of education where-

in certain definite rights and 
wrongs are impressed early In life. 
He was In complete agreement 
with Dr. Brock Chlsholm. well 
known Canadian psychiatrist whom 
he called one of the most brilliant 
men in Canadian medicine. Dr. 
Chlsholm avers that the too rigid 
concepts of right and wrong and 
good and bad result in guilt feel- 
ings which cause depression neu- 
rosis. 

"Wc must change our pedagogy 
so that it is In harmony with our 
cultural advances. The formation 
of a conscience on the concept that 
man is sinful is very harmful," 
added Dr. Grlnker, "since it causes 
a conflict which the individual is 
unable to resolve because he has 
no idea how to do so. The ego 
ideal must be made a dynamic 
concept, not one based on age-old 
theories." 

The dogmatic attitude of our sys 
tern of education was another 
point of criticism, as was the ncu- 
roticlsm of the teachers of today 
"With a constant shifting of values, 
nothing less than a dynamic sys- 
tem, of thinking can be tolerated,' 
he declared. 

Dr. Grlnker had the same out- 
look, on the famed Books Course 
of the University of Chicago, where 
he studied and where he was Pro- 
fessor of Neurology. The course 
was too rigid, was the claim. Sac 
rates' idea that the individual has 
no right to rebel against the state 
is being taught as a tenet of life- 
Incompatible with tho theory that 
we can and must, if necessary, 
rebel against the state, our par- 
ents or the Church. 
■ The social and the political 
scientist must be enrolled In the 
battle against neurosis, opined the 
noted psychiatrist, for mass dis 
turbanccs which affect the health 
of tho individual is a social prob- 
lem, and these men have the better 
means to combat it, as, for example, 
by techniques of propaganda, mass 
education and of the revision .of 
old laws." 

Dr. Grinker was particularly 
emphatic on the education of medi- 
cal students. He was of the opin- 
ion that tho curriculum still was 
outmoded and that psychiatry must 
be Included from tho very begin- 
ning and emphasized throughout. 
"Why, still now, you can sec in- 
terns and residents making the 
rounds of the wards and by-passing 
patients as 'neurotics, let's go on 
to something moro interesting*. 
This altitude must change, so that 
our future medical men will rea- 
llze that disease is not always the 
result of microbic action, but that 
they may be psychosomatic in na- 
ture. There are not two kinds of 
disease — one of the mind and one 
of the body. They are unbreak- 
ably intertwined." 

Dr. Grinker is the guest of Dr. 
Harold Segal], noted Montreal car 
diologlst during his stay here.

Budapest — The Soviet Union's 
intention to extend its economic 
Influence into the Danube Valley 
can be tested by the Hungarian 
land reform movement — the dis- 
tribution of large estates among the 
landless and small holders.- The 
Danube Valley is asking if Moscow 
wants to extend kolkhozes, its sys- 
tem of collective land-holding, Into 
this key region. 

I have just returned from a trip 
Into (ho Hungarian countryside. 
My object was to find the answer 
to this question and to find out 
how land reform has fared. It was 
not possible to, gauge the latter 
until recently, because it was still 
in progress. Now it is completed 
except for some land belonging to 
the last batches of expatriated 
Germans. 

There Is no evidence to support 
the view that the Soviets arc car- 
rying on propaganda or preparing 
the transformation of the peasants' 
holdings into kolkhozes. There is 
some evidence that the Hungarian 
Government will encourage the 
formation of producers' coopera- 
tives as soon as conditions are 
more settled. 

Hungarian land reform is one of 
the farthest-reaching moves along 
th 5 Danube. It Is more basic than 
people outside arc ready to believe. 
Hungary was the land of the large 
estates up to a few months ago. To- 
day she is the land of the small 
holder— such as France was after 
the Revolution. The old 'class of 
landed barons has been removed. 

In the past it was this class that 
lined up Hungary on the side of 
the warmakcrs— Hapsburg and Hit- 
ler. Hungary fought on Germany's 
side In both world wars. Now that 
the old regime is out, the pro-Ger- 
man clique may also be out and 
Hungary may cease to be the 
Reich's advance post in the Bal- 
kans. 

Land reform was inaugurated 
before the war was over. One-half 
of Hungary was already in Rus- 
sian hands, while the Germans and 
their Magyar satellites were still 
fighting in the other half. A pro- 
visional Hungarian Government of 
Liberation had been set up in De 
brcccn. It was of that Government 
that the Soviet demanded prompt 
inauguration of land reform. The 
Government pleaded that such a 
momentous legislative task could 
not be pushed through the National 
Assembly, but the Russians were 
firm. The Government passed the 
first land law and a few days 
later Soviet airmen began drop 
ping leaflets on the German-held 
part of Hungary, telling the peas- 
ants that liberated Hungary was 
also free of the hated land-baron. 

More than 3,200 land-claim com 
mittees were set up throughout the 
country as soon as feasible after 
the war. The membership of these 
committees consisted of some 30,- 
000. peasants. They decided on 
peasants' claims for parts of the 
estates to be distributed. These 
estates belonged partly to the large 
owners, to Germans to be expa- 
triated and to former collaborators. 

Altogether some 6,000,000 holds 
(one hold is equivalent to 1.07 
acres) were thus distributed, one 
third of the total arable land. About 
800,000 persons received land allot- 
ments. The recipients were "dwarf 
landholders with not enough land 
to make a living, and former farm 
help, with no land at all. Each of 
them received up to six holds. 
— — • 

When crusty old John McGraw 
managed the New York Giants, he 
invariably instructed pitchers. One 
day the winning run was on sec 
ond and the Giants had a rookie 
on the mound. McGraw called time 
and told the rookie to waste a pitch 
before going to work on the batter. 

The pitcher promptly grooved 
one which was laced for a triple. 
McGraw went for his pitcher and 
asked with blue-bordered' decora- 
tion: "Didn't I tell you to waste 
one?"

INDOSTRIES OPPOSE 
NATIONALIZATION 

Labor Government in Britain 
Shows Signs of Carrying on 
Contest of Endurance j 

London.— A special dispatch to 
The New York Times says early In 
the second lap of Its marathon 
program for putting Britain's 
major industries under state owner- 
ship the Labor Government shows 
signs of coming round to the belief 
that the rest of the race will have 
been run more like a long-distance 
contest and less like a hundred- 
yard sprint. 

In its first burst of speed it had 
completed the nationalization of 
the Bank of England, coal and 
civil aviation, it was pushing 
through Parliament the taking over 
of cable and wireless services and 
had announced its intention of pro- 
ceeding similarly with gas, electri- 
city, transport and a large part 
of the Iron and steel industry. 

Outlining plans for the iron and 
steel industry four months ago, 
John Wllmot, Minister of Supply, 
said that the agency for running 
the industry during the transfer 
from private to public enterprise 
and for carrying through conver- 
sion would be a control board. 

"The Government," he added, 
would "certainly avail themselves 
of the best technical advice to be 
found, including the advice of the 
industrial members of the board. 
We are confident that the Industry 
will not be so foolish or so unpatri- 
otic as to refuse their advice on 
technical points." 

With that declaration it was rec- 
ognized that the Government was 
facing a real fight, and attacking 
a real citadel of industrial and 
political power. 

WILMOT STARTS BATTLE 

Mr. Wllmot's statement started 
a battle between the steel owners 
ond the Minister about what was 
meant by "foolish" and "unpatriot- 
ic." It has ended in a decision hailed 
with satisfaction by the opposition 
and with considerable misgivings 
by many Government supporters. 

The Iron and Steel Federation 
steadfastly refused to have any- 
thing to do' with the proposed 
board. The long stalemate was 
broken only through the services 
of Dr. H. J. van der Blsl who, in 
addition to giving the Government 
the benefit of his experience as 
chairman of the South Africa Iron 
and Steel Industrial Corporation, 
acted as intermediary between the 
two sides. 

As a result of his intervention 
the steelmakers have finally agreed 
to cooperate— but on their own 
terms. 

The Government had to concede 
that neither individually nor col- 
lectively would members of the 
board be expected to advise on 
the nationalization of their Indus- 
try and that the board's functions 
would be confined solely to ques- 
tions -of modernization and devel- 
opment entirely divorced from, the 
question of ownership. This was 
the principle Mr. Wilmot.had earl- 
ier said "just would not work." 
REPUTATION AT STAKE 

Economically the Government 
has staked its reputation on the 
success of Britain's export drive. 
So far monthly reports have told 
of mounting success. But with the 
last of these monthly reports there 
was introduced for the first time 
a warning. 

The drive Is becoming uphill and 
It will become Increasingly diffi- 
cult to raise the export volume 
from 120 per cent, of the 1S38 
monthly average where It stood at 
the end of July to a target mark of 
175 per cent. 

There 1 arc two main bottlenecks 
in the export program. One is the 
shortage of steel, a factor suffi- 
ciently important in itself to have 
influenced the Government in 
reaching the accommodation with 
the steel industry. 

The other is the danger of a 
coal shortage, which may well af- 
fect fulfillment of export orders 
next winter and spring. 

Absenteeism is on the increase 
and the miners, despite higher 
wages, will not send their sons 
down into the pits. The curse of 
generations of bitterness still hangs 
heavily over this nationalized in- 
dustry. 

These factors are ever present 
In the official minds that direct 
the export drive. They exert .a 
powerful influence on the consider- 
ation that will determine tho 
course .of the nationalization pro- 
gram.
